EDITORIAL NOTES 


New Book of Religious Verse 


The Mentor Book of Religious Verse, 
lished by the New American Library, 
ie to us recently for review. Priced at 
cents this 240-page, paper-bound an- 
logy with a January 22 publication 
e should soon be available wherever 
h books are sold. It is an original 
apilation of short religious poems most 
which are old. The 28-page introduc- 
1 by Horace Gregory is significant for 
serious student in its analysis of trends 
| its explanation of the principles guid- 
the selection of poems. “The critical 
s of our selection is markedly lyrical 
| in favor of highly charged emotion; 
| we have steered away from many 
ceful shores of quietism,” writes the 
tor. He continues later, “The attempt 
been to keep each page fresh in its 
penipe of a more than temporal 
rid.” 

Not a book which will be quoted fre- 
‘ntly on church bulletins or even in 
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public addresses, it nevertheless will be 
found helpful to many who appreciate 
beautiful expression of life’s deepest ex- 
periences. The “highly charged emotion” 
is evident but is quite unrelated to the 
emotional experiences connected with con- 
version. Though many Protestant poems 
are in the collection, the percentage of 
distinctly Roman Catholic verses seems 
unusually high. There appears to be an 
effort to “become all things to all men” 
without Paul’s emphasis on salvation. The 
arrangement of poems is roughly in rela- 
tion to the church year. 


Knights of Columbus Offer Gospels 


The Roman Catholic Church has long 
claimed that it encourages Bible reading, 
proving it by stating that the Pope grants 
an indulgence to those who faithfully read 
the church-approved version. However, 
in practice, it is hard to find Catholic 
parish priests, institutional or military 
chaplains who actually distribute anything 
with more Scriptures in it than the Sunday 
Missile. Even the so-called ‘G.I. Catholic 
Testament” made available to military 
personnel contained only the Gospels and 
Acts, and was in little demand at chapels. 


It comes as something of a surprise to 
read at the bottom of one of the Knights 
of Columbus newspaper ads: “We shall 
be happy to send you a copy of the Four 
Gospels arranged in a continuous narrative 
for easy reading, upon your request and 
without cost or obligation. Write today 
for Gospels No. 8.” The address is 4422 
Lindell Blvd., St. Louis 8, Mo. 


We cannot believe that this offer of 
a portion of Scripture means that the 
Knights of Columbus or the Roman 


Church as a whole are now ready to let 


people read the Bible and interpret it for 
themselves. That would be a reversal of 
the long-standing argument that the 
Church is superior to the Bible since it is 
the interpreter of the Bible. It is our 
opinion that this is largely an attempt to 
match the well-known offers of Protestant 
groups to provide free Scriptures — with- 
out interpretation. This is borne out by 
the difficulty encountered by Protestants 
in trying to buy Catholic Scriptures in 
foreign languages for free distribution. 


They Also Serve 


It has been frequently called to the 
attention of our readers that there are 
several ministers who have held Seventh 
Day Baptist pastorates who are now listed 
in the Year Book as unemployed. At the 
same time there are quite a few churches 
seeking pastors. In our congregational call 
system we cannot expect placement of all 
qualified ministers but we can pray for 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit in the 
hearts of all ministers and their wives 
and in the hearts of all voting church 
members so that the gap will be no wider 
than the will of God. 


We are again reminded that a number 
of our ministers are currently serving in 
educational work, some within and some 
largely outside our denominational struc- 
ture. In addition are those who serve as 
institutional or military chaplains. All 
such are truly serving the cause of Christ 
in one way or another. 

Institutional chaplains at present are 
E. Wendell Stephan and Carl R. Maxson. 
In the Air Force chaplaincy is David J. 
Williams. 

Aside from the ministers employed by 
the School of Theology at Alfred, serving 
both Seventh Day Baptists and other stu- 
dents, we have two professors at Salem 
College, Clifford W. P. Hansen and Ralph 
H. Coon. 


Two other ministers listed in the 1956 
Year Book, Oscar C. Burdick and Wayne 
R. Rood, are employed at a theological 
school on the West Coast. 


Dr. Rood, who has been at Pacific 
School of Religion for some time as Asso- 
ciate Professor of Religious Education, is 
prominently featured this year in the ninth 
summer session of the school. In the 
General Session running from June 24 to 
August 2 he conducts a workshop seminar 
on “Drama and the Church.” He is listed 
as one of three faculty members conduct- 
ing the Leadership School for student 
Christian Association officers and mem- 
bers which runs from June 20 to August 4.

The next copy of Mission 
Notes will show pictures of the building 
under construction. 

Construction of a “single classroom 
adjacent to the chapel’’ was voted by 
the Maiden Hall Planning Committee at 
a meeting held February 3, 1957. This is 
to be called “The Rose LaForge Maxson 
Memorial Classroom.” It is being con- 
structed with funds offered by the Wom- 
en's Board. Another classroom will be 
built later as funds are provided. ‘These 
two classrooms are to be Built below (East 
of) the new road and will harmonize with 
the chapel.” 

In a letter written February 21, Pastor 
Leon Lawton writes, “You will be inter- 
ested to know that ground was broken for 
the Rose LaForge Maxson Memorial Class- 
room last Wednesday (February 13) and 
when we drove by Maiden Hall yesterday 
we found that they had just finished pour- 
ing the foundation.” 

Pastor Lawton expresses appreciation in 
behalf of our Jamaica brethren for the 
assistance given through the Women’s 
Board. He adds, “It is our hope that 
this classroom will be completed and 
ready for dedication at the same time as 
the chapel, on March 24,” 


Principal Grover Brissey spent February 
20 visiting nine primary schools in the 
area around Maiden Hall. His goal was 
to secure information on the possible 
number of day students who might be 
expected to attend at Maiden Hall when 
the school is opened. He made a survey 
by questionnaire of definite vocational or 
academic interests. 

No formal date has been set for the 
opening of the Day School at Maiden 
Hall but our leaders there are ‘‘working 
toward the possible date of January, 1958, 
as the Lord leads.”

The Histories Committee reported that 
the writing of the history of the Women’s 
Board from its beginning until the present 
is completed and asked for instructions 
as to how to prepare it in a form to be 
read by all members. It was voted that 
the committee procure a suitable note- 
book and sufficient paper to type as many 
copies as can be made at one time. 

The Packet Committee has received 
several more suggestion cards from last 
year's packets. They were read at this 
meeting and will be further studied by 
the committee as the new packet is being 
prepared. 


The Summer Project Committee re- 
orted 100 letters sent to pastors and 
Sabbath School superintendents with 16 
replies to date. (Requests have been 
received from 6 churches and we would 
be glad to know of young women who 
would be willing to help this summer.) 

Recent correspondence was read from 
Rev. Leon Lawton explaining the progress 
of school building plans at Maiden Hall, 
Jamaica, and giving approximate costs of 
construction of the two proposed class- 
rooms. Each room will cost about $1000 
to build. It would seem advantageous to 
roceed in the near future, if possible, 
while the Chapel building is under con- 
struction and workmen are already on the 
job. Since this board voted at the January 
meeting to set aside the $1000 of gift 
money for this purpose, that amount will 
be forwarded by our treasurer. 


A letter was read from the attorney 
administering the estate of Mrs. Mary E. 
Maxon in regard to a bequest to this 
board. Mrs. Maxon was a member of 
the Walworth Church. Further corre- 
spondence will be needed in this matter. 


Suggestions have come to us about 
making the tape and slides, “Meet Your 
Women’s Board,” more generally used 
among our churches. Perhaps we have 
not publicized sufficiently the fact that 
they are available on request, at no cost 
except the return pee and that a script 
accompanies the slides which may be used 
instead of the tape, if desired. It was

Christian Education 
and Evangelism 


The newly formed Committee on Evan- 
gelism and Publicity of the Seventh Day 
Baptist Board of Christian Education met 
at the School of Theology on Sunday 
night, January 27, 1957, to consider the 
matter of the board's place in evangelism 
as well as to plan a specific evangelistic 
program through religious education for 
the future. The committee was organized 
at the request of Dr. Melvin G. Nida, 
chairman of the Higher Education Com- 
mittee, at the last meeting of the Board 
of Christian Education. Rev. Rex Zwiebel, 
executive secretary of the Board of Chris- 
tian Education, acted as chairman. 


The committee was appreciative of the 
work that is being done in the home 
field by the Missionary Society through 
its home-missions evangelist, Dr. Loyal F. 
Hurley. The newly formed committee 
wished to clarify its position as augment- 
ing other evangelistic work through edu- 
cational evangelism and making suggestions 
for the evangelistic use of materials pro- 
duced by the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion. The concerns for evangelism of this 
committee will not overlap the program 
of other boards. 


In considering its responsibilities, the 
newly formed committee wishes to point 
out that this board is producing material 
that is truly evangelistic in nature and is 
being used in evangelistic work. The 
Helping Hand, for instance, has proved 
valuable as a study aid in home evangel- 
ism where a family will invite others into 
their home to study Seventh Day Baptist 
beliefs and activities. 


Making a definite step forward, the 
committee laid plans for a workshop on 
educational evangelism which will be con- 
cerned with “Commitments in the Church 
School.” This workshop, as with others 
in the past, is a study project of the Board 
of Christian Education. Its purpose is to 
stimulate thinking in matters of educa- 
tional concern. The workshops are not 
formed to do work for the local church 
that the local church is not willing to do 
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for itself. Any real advance, the c! 
mittee pointed out, must come from. 
local church itself and from a prog 
of advance created by peta ec] 
within the church. The workshops sho 
help point out areas that need furt! 
development and stimulate local ch 
throughout the denomination to go 
work in these areas.
